Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the obtuse angle, 
means for spring bias must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No 
new matter should be entered. Please submit a new drawing sheet for the above 
corrections. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

2. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: distal part, positioning means. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 5-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. In claim 5, lines 5-6, "of said pivot pin is searched" 
is confusing. It is not clear if part of the claim has been omitted or if an incorrect word is

used. Please clarify/correct since the word "searched" is usually taken to mean looked 
for and this does not seem to be in the normal use of the word. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Oslund 
for substantially the same reasons stated in the first Office Action. 

The patent to Oslund shows a fishing net and fish holder clamp system having an 
elongate lever 23 having a handle end 23a and a jaw end (not labeled). Oslund shows 
a pivot pin not labeled in Fig. 1 . Oslund shows an obtuse angle between the proximal 
part of the lever and the distal part. Oslund shows a lever effect about the pivot pin 
causing elevation of the jaw end in response to a depression of the handle end 23a. in 
reference to claim 2, Oslund shows longitudinal base member 4 upon which the pivot 
pin and a journal (not labeled) are integrally secured. In reference to claim 3, Oslund 
shows an n elongate coupling 15 securable about the longitudinal base member 4. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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8. Claims 7-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Oslund for substantially the same reasons stated in the first Office Action. 

The patent to Oslund shows a fish holding system as discussed above. Oslund shows 
an integral longitudinal base member 4 and handle 4a. However, in reference to claim 
7, it would have been obvious to form the base member and the handle separately and 
employ a means for securement and means for selectable attachment so that the 
assembly could be broken down into smaller pieces for transport. See In re Dulberg, 
129USPQ 348. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claim 4 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

10. Claims 5-6 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

1 1 . Applicant's arguments filed August 1 9, 2004 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. Applicant should note that the drawing corrections have not 
been addressed as well as not all of the objections to the specification. In reference to 
claim 1 , applicant argues that the action of Oslund "is essentially coplanar. However, no 
frame of reference is stated. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail 
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to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which 
applicant relies (i.e., that the upon depression of the handle, the jaw end is lifted in a 
perpendicular manner) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). The claim recites an 
elevation of the jaw end, but no frame of reference is stated. By merely turning the 
handle of Oslund 90 degrees an elevation of the jaw end is caused by a depression of 
the handle end. Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, 
limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 
F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

In reference to claims 7-8, applicant argues that the selectable attachment of the base 
member and the handle is a critical limitation. However, the specification does not 
support this contention with any evidence and therefore, this argument fails noting that 
case law as cited in the first Office Action suggests otherwise. Hence, it would have 
been obvious to employ a selectable attachment of the base member and the handle to 
Oslund. Thus Oslund noting the citation to Dulberg raises a substantial question 
regarding the validity of the patent application.
